At one o'clock this afternoon the hearing "before the po- 


lice commission of the charge of collusion with bootleggers 
brought by "certain citizens" against Sergeant J. H. Mar- 
tin promised to last for several days. The complainants 
have about thirty witnesses, of whom only four had been ex- 
amined at one o'clock. The defense has summoned, it is 
said, over one hundred witnesses, though it is probable that 
many of these will not be used. 


An impartial list of complainants (certain citizens) fol- 


lows: J. P. Brooks, B. F. Carter,. W. E. Gardner, D. B. 
Gardner, E. G. Moseley, M. O. Nelson and H. 0. Kerns. It 
was impossible for the reporter to catch all of the names of 
the complainants as they were read and as the hearing was 
still in progress at the time of going to press a full list was 
unobtainable. 


So far the hearing has developed only one fact that can 


reflect upon Sergeant Martin, and that only indirectly. 
That fact is that a feeling of jealousy and distrust has 
smouldered for years in the police department, flaring up 
from time to time and fanned into a blaze by recent devel- 
opments. It would appear that on one side are Police Chief 
Bell and Sergeant John L. Edwards and Jailor J. P. Brooks, 
and their adherents, while on the other side stands Ser- 
geant J. Hannibal Martin. And with Martin, for the most 
part, are members of his police relief. 


This much was brought out by the testimony of Chief 


Bell at the hearing. Bell stated at the hearing that bad 
feeling had esisted in the police department for years, that 
he had always felt as though Sergeant Martin had opposed 
the policy that he advocated; that Sergeant Martin and his 
coterie were alig^ed-a^iittt'himself^SergeantrEdwards and 
others. The chief said that an investigation of Sergeant 
>alartin had baen considered about four years ago in connec- 
tion with thc "Kit" Hall trouble, when that policeman had 
resigned from the police force because of conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer, disorderly acts having been committed bv 
HaH at the Hotel Pittsylvania and at the fair grounds. The 
chief was questioned by counsel for complainants in such a 
manner as to bring out that Sergeant Martin had overstep- 
ped his authority in this case by advising Officer Harris 
to make no arrest in the case. It was brought out on cross- 
examinatior! that Officer Harris was not on Sergeant Mr.r- 
tin's relief and had only mentioned the matter to the ser- 
geant in a casual manner, it being shown that the sergeant 
was only connected with the case indirectly. The chief said 
that an investigation of the conduct of Ssrgeant Martin, at 
this time time, was dropped when "Eit" Hall resigned 
from the force.

Should this prove to 
be the case, a week from Saturday 
•hortly before noon throughout the 
thousand rooms of the Vatican the 
cry will ring out of "habemus ponte- 
flcem."
